LATIN 

Latin  Prose  Selections  for  Grade  XIII,  Cycle  J  (Thomas  Nelson  and  Sons). 

Latin  Poetry  .Selections  for  Grade  XIII,  Cycle  I  (Thomas  Nelson  and  Sons). 

Two  papers  will  be  set:  (1)  Latin  Composition  and  Caesar;  (2)  prescribed 
Authors  (other  than  Caesar),  and  sight  translation. 

Note. — The  continuous  passage  of  English  for  translation  into  Latin  will  be  similar  to 
Caesar. 

GREEK 

Homer:  Odyssey,  Book  VI  (complete)  and  Book  VII,  lines  1-77  and  133-342. 

Herodotus:  Book  VII  (English  and  Greek,  ed.  Robinson)  (Oxford),  the 
content  of  the  English  passages  to  be  considered  as  part  of  the  prescription. 

Two  papers  will  be  set:  (1)  prescribed  texts;  (2)  translation  at  sight,  and 
Greek  prose  composition. 

Note. — The  English  sentences  for  translation  into  Greek  will  be  based  on  the 
vocabularies  of  the  prescribed  Herodotus. 

FRENCH

Two  papers  will  be  set :  (1)  Authors  will  consist  of  tests  in  comprehension

followed  in  “Cours  moyen  de  franqais.”

GRADE  XIII  LATIN 

With  the  concurrence  of  the  Universities 
of  Ontario,  the  course  in  Grade  XIII  Latin  Authors 
for  the  school  year  1947 -4B  has  been  reduced  and 
the  prescribed  course  for  this  year  is  now  as 
follows : 

Latin  Prose  Selections  for  Grade  XIII  (Nelson) 
Cycle  I  omitting;  lines  549-617  inclusive, 

Latin  Poetry  Selections  for  Grade  XIII  (Nelson) 
Cycle  I  omitting  lines  296-376  inclusive. 

The  reduction  in  the  amount  of  work  to  be 
covered  in  Latin  Authors  for  the  Departmental 
examinations  of  194B  is  made  because  of  delays 
that  have  occurred  in  obtaining  a  sufficient 
supply  of  the  prescribed  texts. 

It  is  not  expected  that  any  similar 
reduction  will  take  place  in  subsequent  years.
